LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Sept. 4.—(By Wireless)—Although 
the sun is getting higher above the 
horizon every day that does not 
mean that our weather is warmer. 
As a mattei of fact, we are now 
having some of the coldest weath- 
er of the season and 60 below zero 
is not at all uncommon. Today 
is calm and almost clear, with 
hardly a cloud in the sky—a beau- 
tiful day, the sun shining brilliant- 
ly several degrees above the ho.i- 
zon—but it is 48 below zero and 
very unpleasant when facing the 
almost\ imperceptible breeze. 

On the previous four days the 
temperatures were 40, 66, 66 and 
63 below.

But we are thankful for the sun 
although it seems to have brought 
colder weather at present. 


SCREW REMOVED FROM LUNG 
OF CHILD AFTER 20 DAYS 


Chevalier Jackson Performs 
Operation on Shirley Brody 
at Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 5. 
The small screw which Shirley 
Brody, 3 years old, of St. Louis 
drew into her lungs 20 days ago, 
was removed here today by Dr. 
Chevalier Jackson, nationally 
known surgeon. Dr. Jackson used 
the bronchoscope, a non-rigid tube 
with a clutch at the end which is 
inserted in the patient’s mouth and 
passed into the lung. 


Shirley, the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Eli Brody, of 4134A Easton 
avenue, was a patient at City Hos- 
pital and Jewish Hospital for sev- 
eral days after the minute bit of 
metal was lodged in her lung. At- 
tempts here to remove the screw 
with the aid of a single plane 
fluoroscope, a device on whose 
screen foreign materials in the 
body fling shadows, had failed. 
The physicians were able to see 
the screw in the child’s lung, but 
could not route their course in re- 
moving it with certainty that lung 
tissue would be uninjured. 

The child is reported to be rest- 
iny easy.

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 5.—Two 
men, One working in Denver and 
the other in New York, swindled 
six New York City Banks out of 
$450,000 last Saturday, police were 
advised today. 

The six New York banks were 
correspondents of a like number 
of Denver banks. Each of the New 
York depositories contributed $75,- 
000 to the scheme of the swindlers. 

Through the use of unauthorized 
telegrams, the Denver swindler no- 
tified New York banks which are 
corespondents of Denver banks to 
deposit $75,000 each to the credit 


of the Bank of Telluride in the 
Chase National Bank of New 
York. 


Each of the telegrams bore the 
unauthorized signature of an Ooffi- 
cer of the six Denver banks. All 
the wires were in the code of the 
American Bankers’ Association. 
They were sent from various 
branch offices of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. by the Den- 
ver member of the team. 

Saturday in New York City, the 
New York accomplice of the loca] 
Swindler appeared at the Chase 
National Bank and presented a 
cashier’s check for withdrawal of 
$450,000. The cashier’s check is 
supposed to have been a forgery. 

Discovery of the swindle was 
made when the Denver banks re- 
ceived from their New York cor- 
respondents the usual charge slips. 
These showed the Denver banks 
had “authorized” the transfer of 
$75,000 each to the Chase National 
Bank, for the account of the Bank 
of Telluride. 

The president of each of. the 
Denver banks immediately notified 
officials of the New York institu- 
tions they had not authorized the 
transfer of any money to the 
Chase National Bank for the ac- 
count of the Bank of Telluride. 


Swindler Said He Was President of 
Colorado Bank.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Police 
throughout the country have been 
requested to help find a man who 
Said he was C. A. Waggoner, bank 
president of Telluride, Colo., who 
is charged with having defrauded 
the Harriman National Bank of 
$75,000 by using a fake telegram 
in bankers’ code and a presumably 
forged cashier’s check.

One of the victirns was a well 
known West Side hoodlum, bomber 
and terrorist, Cy Cawley. The 
other, unknown to police, was iden- 
tified after considerable confusion 
as Eddie Westcott. 

The bodies, bearing many 
wounds, were found on a strip of 
lawn bordering the park. The 
pair had been shot with automat- 
ic pistols and sawed-off shotguns 
at close range. 

Westcott was at first identified 
as Willie McElligott, brother of 
Thomas McElligott, one of Caw- 
ley’s associates in the garage extor- 
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tion practice. Thomas McElligott 
was found murdered in a West 
Madison street cafe early last May 
30. 

Two women identified Westcott’s 
body. One, Marie Casey, said she 
had known him for several years 
under the names of McElligott and 
Westcott. Mrs. Catherine. [Ienn, 
the slain man's landlady, knew him 
only as Westcott, she said. 

Police recalled that on Aprfl 13, 
William Clifford and Michael Ri- 
ley, companions of Thomas McEIlli- 
gott and Cawley, were found mur- 
dered in their automobile behind a 
Cicero Hotel known as the head-

nounced his company was offer- 
ing a reward of $5000 to any per- 
son or group who found the miss- 
ing plane. 

He said army planes would be 


sent from El Paso, Tex., Crissy 
Field, “an Francisco, Fort Dodge, 
Neb., and Dallas, Tex. Navy planes 
he said would leave from San 
Diego. All were to report to T. 
A. T. officers at Winslow, Ariz. 

Some service planes were already 
participating in the search today 
but Henderson felt that more aid 
was needed and made his request 
by telephone to the navy and war 
departments in Washington. He 
said he was assured of complete 
co-operation. 

Henderson announced today that 
it had been established that the 
company’s missing plane was not 
found in Black Rock Wash, N. M., 
as was reported last night. 

Report of Find False. 

“The T. A. T. has received ro 
official information that its miss- 
ing plane has been found,” ie 
said. “Officials of the company 
after search by plane, ambulance 
and afoot through the country 
near Gallup, N. M., report that tae 
piane is not demolished nor the 
passengers dead in Black Rock 
Wash as reported last night.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5. —The 
old fight to break through the 
secrecy surrounding income tax re- 


turns has been renewed in connec- 
ticn with the battle over the tariff 
bill. 

It is the object of the Republic- 
an insurgents sponsoring the new 
publicity movement to show from 
the corporation returns that many 
of the industrial interests bene- 
filed by the pending bill are al- 
ready rolling up large profits un- 
Jer esist'ng law. The case ugainst 
the industrial sections of the bill, 
they believe, will be greatly 
strengthened before the public if 
they can cite concrete cases from 
official Treasury reports. 

Standing in the way of any such 
disclosure at present is the secrecy 
section of the revenue act of 1928, 
which, following the language of 
the act of 1926, provides that cor- 
poration returns, like personal rea- 
turns, shall be guarded = against 
public inspection. 

The law makes an exception in 
the case of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House and the 
Finance Committee of the Senate, 
which are given the right to obtain 
from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury or any officer of the treasury 
“any data of any character con- 
tained in or shown by any re- 
turn.”

FF PROCTOR, ONE 
OF PIONEERS Ot 
VAUDEVILLE, DIES 


Former Owner of Theater 
Chain Had Risen From 
Dry Goods Cash Boy to 


Multimillionaire. 


HE RECENTLY SOLD 
OUT FOR $18,000,000 


Noted for Fight With Keith 
to Put Variety Stage on 
High Plane—Was 78 
Years Old. 


By Leased Wire from the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Frederic 
Freeman Proctor, who began his 
business career as’ a cash boy in 


Boston and who recently sold his 


chain of theaters to the Radio- 
Keith-Orpheum Co. for a price 
said to be about $18,000,000, died 
yesterday in his home in Larch- 


mont. He had been in poor health | 
several months, but recently suf- | 
fered a congestion of the lungs. He | 


was 78 years old. 

To F. F. Proctor, America is 
indebted for the raising of vaude- 
ville to a real profession, for it was 
his many tilts with the late B. I. 
Keith and other progressive man- 
agers that made the vaudeville 
stage a magnet for the greatest 
players. And it was these many tilts 
that were responsible for salaries 
paid to vaudeville players that 
surpassed those paid on the legitl- 
mate stage. At the height of tne 
Proctor-Keith fight Americans 
were able to hear the best pro- 
grams at moderate prices for the 
astute vaudeville managers decid- 
ed that packed houses at moderate 
prices paid far better than half- 
filled auditoriums at high rates. 

Proctor, in reality, was the pl- 
oneer vaudeville mahager of Amer- 
ica, although none of his family 
had had any connection with the 
stage. He was the son of a country 
doctor whose sudden death left the 
widow and her five children illy 
provided. Young Proctor §fre- 
quently amazed the other boys in 
school by his ability to throw flip- 
flops, cartwheels and other juve- 
nile tumbling feats. His father’s 
death forced him to leave school 
and become a cash boy in the Bos- 
ton drygoods store of R. H. White 
& Co. 

Prowess Attracted Attention. 

Proctor had not been at the 
store one week when he learned of 
a gymnasium near his place of em- 
ployment, He frequented the gym- 
nasium and there he proved his 
prowess on the horizontal bars, the 
trapeze and the rings. His dexter- 
ity and agility attracted the at- 
tention of a veteran of the cir- 
cus ring, who suggested a partner- 
ship and Proctor, under the name 
of Signor Levantine, was the hit 
of the team in a tryout in what 
was then known as the Varieties, 

As the 


with circuses and he rapidly ad- 
vanced from ground acrobat and 
horizontal bar performer to a sen- 
sational equilibrist. It was then 
that he was engaged for a Euro- 
pean tour and he won much suc. 
cess in the famous music halls of 
England and on the continent. 

In 1886 Proctor returned to the 
United States, a finished player 
with a snug bank account. His am- 
bition had been to own and direct 
a theater and in that year he 
leased the Green Street Theater in 
Albany and put his plans into ac- 
tion. Three years later he came 
to New York and opened the fa- 
mous F’. F. Proctor’s Twenty-third 
Street Theater. He turned from 
vaudeville but only for a time. 


Alliance With Frohman. 


Forming an alliance with the late 
Charles Frohman, Proctor aided in 
forming the historic Frohman 
Stock Company. The partnership 
lasted four years, but in 1893 Proc- 
tor decided the time was ripe for 
his program of refined vaudeville. 

And it was that decision. that 
made Proctor one of the outstand- 
ing vaudeville managers of the 
world. He began to build his cir- 
cuit, knowing that with a chain of 
theaters he could offer players al- 
most continuous engagement and 
be in position to bid for the best 
of them. He was cautious in his 
movements and it was not until 
1896 that he added his third house. 
Proctor’s Fifty-eighth Street Thea- 
ter. And then came his Newark 
playhouse, his house in Troy, an- 
other in Schenectady, Mount Ver- 
non, Yonkers and 
scattered 
and New Jersey.

| feat, at least from a 
standpoint, the introduction of con- | 


tinuous vaudeville. With his chain 


| complete he gave to the public all 


the big attractions. It is said that

WATER SHORTAGE AND 
FOREST FRE IN EAST 


Heat Wave Continues—99.78 
at Springfield, Mass., and 94 
Again in New York. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Rain to 
fill reservoirs, extinguish forest 
fires and cool city streets was an 
acute need throughout Eastern 
states today. Four days of un- 
precedented heat, which set new 
temperature records for Septem. 
ber, aggravated the water short- 
age and multiplied the difficulties 


of forest, fire fighters. 

The highest temperature report- 
ed yesterday was at Springfield, 
Mass., where the mercury reached 
a reading of 99.78 degrees. Other 
parts of New England enjoyed re- 
lief. 

In New York City the mercury 
went to 94 for the second consec- 
utive day. One death and numer- 
ous prostrations occurred. Outly- 
ing districts suffered a water 
shortage as a heavy demand caused 
low pressure in the mains. The 
city’s supply is ample. 

The heat continued in New York 
State and Pennsylvania with tem-« 
peratures as high as 96 at Albany 
and 92 at Philadelphia, 

The prolonged drouth, which 
has crippled power plants and 
threatened municipal supplies in 
many parts of New England, New 
York, Pennsylvania and through 
the Middle West, increased the 
danger of forest fires. 

Fires at North Adams and Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., and in Vermont 
were not brought under control 
until they had threatened nearby 
power lines and communities. 
With fire raging in the woods 
near Hornell and in other parts of 
New York State, conservation com- 
mission officials issued a warning 
that the fire hazard was the worst 
in 20 years,

ablaze in several hundred places,

to Tax Him On Its Income. 


—— 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—The 
constitutionality of the 1924 revy- 
enue act was attacked in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday by Charles 
A. Corliss of New York, who as 
grantor of a trust was required by 
the Government to pay a tax on its 
income because of the provision in 


the grant allowing him to regain 

possession of the trust property 

when he desired. 

The case is regarded as of great 
importance in financial circles in 
view of the numerous revocable | 
trusts. 

In the lower Federal courts. it 
was held Corliss could not recover 
$44,687 he paid in taxes on the in- 
come of securities he had placed in 
trust for his wi§e, because of the 
provision in the act specifically 
making the grantors of such trusts 
able for tax on their incomes. 

In asking for the review, Corliss | 
said: ‘Clearly, Congress does not | 
have power to tax the income from 
an irrevocable trust to the donor, 
and the power of revocation is not 
material here. . . . wer of ree] 
eof the existence of a power of re- 
vocation the income once accrued 
is conzpletely and irrevocably the 
beneficiary's income, in which the 
donor has no interest and over 
which he has no control. 

“Congress cannot by any defini- 
tion declare that to be income 
which is not income.” 

Corliss argued that Congress 
therefare could not “by mere edict” 
deciare to be the income of one 
person the income of property to 
which he has not title ‘‘when in fact 
another person was entitled to and 
actually received such income.” 
There is no necessity to tax the 
grantor in such cases, he said. 
pointing out that the tax could be 
levied against the beneficiary in- 
stead. 

“The mere desire of Congress to 
eoncentrate incomes in such a man- 
ner as to yield a maximum rate of 
‘tax,” Corliss’ brief concluded, 
“does not create a necessity justify- 
ing the disregard of accepted prin- 
ciples of constitutional agd trust 
law.” 


WAR DEPARTMENT OPPOSES 
BOND FOR EXKIBITION FLIGHTS 
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WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Army 
flyers are becoming so expert and 
aircraft improvements have so 
Giminished the likelihood of ac- 
cidents that the War Department 
has recommended against legisila- 
tion to require applicants for Army 
exhibition flights to furnish bond 
to insure the Government against 
damage claims. 

In disapproving the Maas bill to 
regulate exhibition flight by the 
Air Corps and require & protective 
bond, the Department pointed out 
to. the House Military Committee 
that the probability of accidents 
from which Jamage claims might 
arise was decreasing. 

Temporary legislation to require 
bonds was passed in an appropria- 
tion bill in 1924, the Department 
said. It added that high premiums 
were charged for such protection 
and during the whole time that the 
legislation was in effect there were 
no accidents. 

The bill which brought the ob- 
jection would have provided that. 
when the flights were maie by 
Army planes on fiehis other than 
those owned by the Government, an 
indemnity bond should ~be fur- 
nished by the persons desiring the 
flight to cover claims that might 
arise from adamge to persons or 
property.

WIDOW DESCRIBES

Mrs. Jake Keller of Roberts- 
ville, Ala., Declares That |

MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 5.—Her 
version of the “liquor search’ in 
which her husband was fatally 
wounded was given today -by the 
widow of Jake Keller of Roberts- 
ville, who died on the way to a

lairhope last Monday. 

An investigation of the affair, 
which began when Deputy Sheriff 
Hienderson and Deputies Joyner 
and Steele tried to search Keller’s 
machine for liquor, is in progress 
here. Henderson, who fired the 
shot, is held in jail without 
charges. Sheriff Irwin has said on 
Henderson’s behalf that Henderson 
fired only when Keller, refusing to 
submit to cearch, drew a revolver. 

At the time of the shooting the 
Kellers and Charles Lowell and his 
wife were looking for a place for 
their Labor day picnic. Lowell was 
shot in the foot during the strug- | 
gle. 


Widow's Story of Shooting. 

“We were looking for a place to 
stop,’ Mrs. Keller said, “when we 
saw three men. I told Jake to 
stop the car, because we didn't 
have anything illegal in it, and we 
would get out and have our picnic. 
As soon as we stopped, the other 
machine pulled up alongside and 
Henderson leaped upon our run- 
ning board, bringing his pistol 
down on Jake’s head, without a 
word of warning. 

“One of the other Deputles told | 
Henderson to stop because he had | 
no right to hit my husband. Jake! 
stumbled out of the car and said, 
‘What are you trying to do? What's) 
the matter?’ Henderson didn’t say | 
a word, but leveled his pistol at | 
Jake’s heart. 

“Jake knocked the pistol upward 
it fired into the air. Then 
Jake grabbed Henderson by the 
shoulders, but Henderson worked 
his arm around until his pistol was 
right under Jake’s heart. Then 
he fired again and ran off into the 
woods.

Kaiser and Pelico started mixing 
when the fourth round opened. 
Kaiser hammered Pelico’s midsec- 
tion, but the latter apparently was 
not hurt. Suddenly he folded up 
—dquit from no visible blow. Ref- 
eree Kessler counted him out and 
held up Kaiser’s hand. 

Referee Unaware of Ruling. 

Butler was questioned by a re- 
porter and he said the affair was 
“no contest,” and that the purses 
would be withheld pending inves- 
tigation. Kessler was unaware of 
this until notified while the next 
bout was in progress. He then 
ealled in Announcer Kinney who 
notified the crowd. 

If the Kaiser-Pelico affair was 
“no contest,” the succeeding event 
between Jackie Coogan of Cincin- 
nati and Quina Lee of Birmingham 
was less than that.

is not mere controversial wise-cracking but is grimly 
near the mathematical truth. 

Another voice has, however, been heard in the 
tariff discussion—that of President Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University in his Labor day ad- 
dress. The academician was, admitted'y, academic. 
He lamented the decline of liberalism, not only in 
our country, but in Europe, which he accounted for 
by “the shift in the center of gravity of human in- 
terest” which “has put wealth in the position which 
liberty used to occupy.” But Dr. Butler is a man of 
practical affairs as well as a scholar. He has been 
listened to in the high councils of the Republican 
party. He has been honored by a place on its na- 
tional ballot. He speaks, therefore, with definite 
political authority. Here are his words of warning: 


It is perfectly possible for Congress in enact- 
ing new tariff legislation to advance or set back 
the prosperity and the peace of the world. The 
time has long since gone by when tariff legis- 
lation is purely a domestic matter. The hour has 
struck for far-seeing and constructive statesman- 
ship. This is no time to listen to the selfish 
pleas of paid lobbyists or to permit log-rolling 
combinations of special interests to use public 
authority for their own interests in disregard 
of the far greater interest of the whole people 
of the United States. What was once the dream 
of a United States of Europe is on its rapid way 
to become a reality. This new international or- 
ganization is quite likely to come into existence 
as a new economic administrative unit with an 
increasing measure of free and unrestricted trade 
between its component parts. 


This dream is, as we know, sponsored by Premier 
Briand of France, who sees the economic salvation 
of Europe in its fulfillment. The difficulties to be 
overcome are forbidding, but it is conceivable at 
least that we may enunciate a tariff policy that will 
not only inspire but will compel Europe to achieve 
this impossible. Certain it is that no tariff act in 
our history has evoked such outspoken criticism and 
hostile reaction abroad as has the Hawley bill. Every 
nation of consequence has filed a protest, and back 
of those courteously couched demurrers is a raging 
world of ill will. 

The men who have framed the Senate committee’s 
draft of the bill—the Smoots, the Reeds, the Watsons 
and their like are living and thinking in terms of 
yesterday. They are raising trade barriers against 
debtor nations. They are fashioning in many in- 
stances not protective but prohibitive tariffs. By 
inexorable logic, they are jeopardizing our foreign 
trade so indispensable to our high-geared industrial 
machine. 

Dr. Butler fears that our economic policy may 
precipitate another cataclysm like the World War 
which was also of economic genesis. To such fear, 
our Bourbons of Privilege at Washington may be 
deaf. Perhaps there are statesmen in Washington 
who will hear. 
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HOMING PLGEONS AND RADIO. 

Godfrey Timmermans, who raises homing pigeons 
at Roxbury, Mass., has discovered why his pets keep 
irregular hours instead of coming straight home, as 
they always used to do. It’s the radio Waves. A 
pigeon may have the best of intentions, he Says, but 
when it gets into a patch of radio waves it gets all 
bothered and loses its way. 

Mr. Timmermans has made a discovery, but it 
goes deeper than he thinks. Undoubtedly he has 
stumbled on the cause of static, which has been a 
mystery of the ether since broadcasting began. When 
you tune in on a symphony concert and get the war 
in China, don’t blame your set: there’s a pigeon 
thrashing about among the ether waves somewhere. 
If you try for Galli-Curci and hear Harry Lauder 
snoring in Scotch, ten to one an errant homer’s 
wings are beating the kilocycles into ethereal hash. 
What radio needs just now is a lot of pigeon pie. 
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GRAIN PRICES AND REDUCED RATES. 
A seven-cent reduction on export grain to Gulf 
ports by the Kansas City Southern, with prospective 
reductions by other Missouri River and St. Louis 
lines, has been hailed as a means of saving “mil- 
lions” to grain shippers. Many shippers and rail- 
road men doubt that it will do anything of the sort. 
Actually it will perpetuate the doleful experiment 
of the administration’s emergency grain rates. These 
reductions, somewhat less drastic here than those 
now to be made permanent, will expire Sept. 30. 
Their purpose was to stimulate the movement of 
last year’s grain. They did not appreciably stimu- 
late it. 
The only way to move export grain is to sell it 
on foreign markets. The only way to sell it is to 
find someone who wants to buy it. All summer 
long, it appeared, no one wanted to buy it. The 
emergency rates did not sell it. Hence they did not 
appreciably affect grain movement. Nor will cut 
rates save anything to shippers except under one 
condition. 
Reduced rates, in times of slack demand, are means 
of bargaining, not of enlarging profits per bushel. 
That is, the reduction does not go into the pockets 
of shippers or farmers. It comes off the price at 
which the American shipper can afford to offer his 
grain at Liverpool. It may be an incentive to buy. 
But reducing rates works in a vicious circle. Can: 
ada reduced hers to meet the emergency rates, and 
then we were back where we started from, except 
that American railroads got less out of it. 
If the reduced rates should happen to meet a lively 
European demand for grain, then they might save 
“millions” to shippers. In the presence of a lively 
demand, the reduction need not be applied to Liver-

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MR. UNTERMYER’S ADVICE. 

The contribution of Samue] Untermyer to the St. 
Louis street railway controversy was unique. Re- 
alizing the importance, of this matter, the distin- 
guished attorney acceded to our request and wrote 
for the Post-Dispatch his own view of the situation 
in St. Louis. He warned the city against granting 
franchises to public utilities, citing the evils to which 
such grants give rise. In cases where a municipality 
is not ready to acquire utilities properties for munici- 
pal operation, or where it does not care to do 580, 
Mr. Untérmyer favors short-term permits, revocable 
on one year or six months’ notice. 

St. Louis is grateful to Mr. Untermyer for his ad- 
vice in the situation which now confronts it. No man 
is more eminently qualified to discuss the subject. 
Mr. Untermyer has had a brilliant career as a corpo- 
ration lawyer and, having achieved wealth, now gives 
much of his time and talents to the public service. 
His is a shining example of public service that can 
hardly fail to impress a country in which self-service 
has become a national disgrace. He serves New York 
City without fee as counsel of the New York Transit 
Commission. 

Mr. Untermyer makes the convincing point that 
business cannot be satisfactorily conducted through 
a succession of judicial orders and decrees. Even 
where regulation through state commissions is well 
intentioned it is dilatory, cumbersome and ineffi- 
cient, he says, and experience has proved it a failure 
from the public’s standpoint in most states. 

St. Louis will do well to ponder deeply the words 
of a man who speaks with such authority. 
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THE UPHEAVAL IN FOREST PARK. 

Forest Park is in a state of progressive chaos, 
as in those far prehistoric days when the youthful 
earth shuddered and brought forth new mountains 
and new seas. Dredging machines and steam shovels 
mercilessly alter the familiar landscape. Classic Jef- 
ferson Memorial crouches half-hidden behind a barri- 
cade, as if fearing a revolution. Nearby is a No 
Man’s Land, with deep trenches in the yellow clay 
Round Lake has been drained, its mirror shattered, 
and a crater yawns there, while geometrical flower 
beds flaunt gay colors incongruously on its very brink. 
Sylvan Lake, where fish once swam in aristocratic 
content, looks like a volcanic eruption overtaken by 
an avalanche. The southeast corner of the park, 
pitted and scarred, is a landscape on the moon. 
Donkey engines whistle and screech where once 
stately equestrians cantered. Motor cars bump over 
temporary roads, flanked by sternly disciplinarian 
detour signs. 

We are complaisant to this destruction and endure 
these inconveniences stoically, for the River of the 
Fathers is to be removed from our world, to flow in 
an underground channel of concrete forever to the 
Father of the Rivers. The park promenader of 
Gummers to come will be able to enjoy the green- 
sward and the bright flowers without being com- 
pelled to think of the 1000-year-old eggs of China. 
It is well worth the price. 
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MAYOR DEVER. 
The administration of former Mayor Dever of Chi- 
cago, who died yesterday, was a happy interlude in 
the municipal life of the world’s third largest city. 
Coming in' 1922-26, his single term broke into the 
dynasty of Big Bill the Builder between the second 
and third reigns. And a welcome break it was. A 
split in the Republican ranks, not unlike that which 
made Woodrow Wilson President, enabled Dever to 
carry the city, and opened the way for a period of 
civic development comparable to the achievements of 
the Wilson administration before its program was 
interrupted by the war. 
When Mayor Dever announced his cabinet profes- 
sional politicians were found to be scarce. He had 
surrounded himself with business and civic leaders 
who would be able to help, not hinder, such epoch- 
making improvements as the straightening of the 
Chicago River and the construction of Wacker Drive, 
the famous double-deck boulevard. Other legislation 
was notable for the same vision. An ardent oppo- 
nent of prohibition, he nevertheless caused the clos- 
ing of an estimated 7000 saloons during his term. He 
was Mayor and they were against the law. 
Nor was it only as Mayor that William E. Dever 
served his city. For eight years he was Alderman 
and for 13 years Judge of the Superior and Appel- 
late courts. On the bench he gained praise for his 
handling of a number of famous cases, including 
those of former Senator Lorimer in connection with 
the La Salle Street Bank failure and the White Sox 
baseball scandal. His was a public spirited career 
climaxed by an all too brief occupancy of the Mayor’s 
chair, about which he could say with righteous pride: 
“There has not been a scandal in the city hall for 
four years. That is unique.” And it was. 
But it wasn’t Chicago, which prefers to be herself. 
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AS TO TEARING UP STREETS. 
Tearing up city streets, especially newly paved 
ones, to repair gas, water, light, sewer and tele- 
phone connections is a painful sight. We are all 
agreed upon that, and when the millennium comes it 
will never be done. Until then, however, the exi- 
gencies of city life, complicated with occasional hu- 
man neglect and error, make such destructiveness 
unavoidable. We refer to complaints which have 
been received regarding the cutting of Washington 
avenue from Spring eastward to make a Bell tele- 
phone connection. Regardless of whether this could 
be avoided or not, the city is powerless to prevent it, 
since the cutting is done under authority of a Su- 
preme Court decision. 
St. Louis, of course, does not suffer uniquely from 
the pavement-cutting evil. We have -had as many as 
12,083 cuts in a year. Washington (D. C.) streets in 
a similar period were carved and gashed more than 
60,000 times. No big city has been able to devise 
a practicable remedy, though all of them are work: 
ing to minimize the evil. Since progress demands 
the laying of new connections, and time causes old 
ones to deteriorate, it is futile to try to do more. 
St. Louis authorities are working along two main 
lines, One is to find a method of repairing cuts 
which will leave the pavement nearly as smooth as it 
was originally. The other is to make it so expensive 
for property owners to make cuts in newly paved 
streets that they will make sure their connections 
are sound before the new pavement is put in. 
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In the meantime, let us have patience.

Six years ago it scrapped its 
time-honored and conventional municipal 
government, adopted a new and advanced 
charter written by a college professor and 
soon afterward installed the first City Man- 
ager of a truly metropolitan city. 


(city. tte i is no ordinary American 
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No one can understand the _ incurable 
penchant for progress in this city without 
going back to the opening decade of this 
century when Tom Johnson—ardent single 
taxer, advocate of public ownership, uncom- 
promising foe of “predatory privilege’— 
was creating a new kind of political atmos- 
phere for an American city. Something of 
his influence still persists.- The street rail- 
ways which Johnson’s 3-cent fare made fa- 
mous—strange symbol of a sincere idealism 
—are now controlled by the Van Swerin- 
gens. 

When the new charter was about to go 
into effect and William R. Hopkins, a 
Cleveland business man, was announced as 
the new City Manager, he was confronted 
by the fiery Peter Witt, leader of the inde- 
pendents in the newly elected Council, who 
announced his conviction that Hopkins ..as 
going into office as the servant of the rail- 
roads He had been designated as City 
Manager as the result of an amicable ar- 
rangement between Maurice Maschke, Re- 
publican national committeeman and gen- 
eralissimo of Cleveland’s dominant political 
machine, and Burr Gongwer, the local Dem- 
ocratic boss. “Both of them,” said Hop- 
kins, ‘told me I could run the city as 1 
pleased, so I took the job.” | It is the com- 
mon and much too plausible belief that the 
understanding between these ttvo gentle- 
men and their henchmen was to the effect 
that all city jobs under the new regime 
were to be dealt out to good Republicans 
and Democrats in the ratio of six to four. 
The many offices in the gift of the Manager 
have, it now appears, been so apportioned 
with something like scrupulous care. 


Almost since the inception of the Man- 
ager system a coterie of energetic politicians 
led by Harry L. Davis, sometime Mayor and 
Governor, a passe Republican leader, have 
made repeated efforts to overthrow the new 
order. Twice before in the last two years 
they have staged an unsuccessful referen- 
dum for the abolition of the managerial of- 


fice. They succeeded again a short time 
ago in attaching the requisite number of 
names to a petition for a referendum to 
amend the city charter. Davis was asso- 
ciated with two obscure Democrats whose 
names have the inestimable virtue of allit- 
eration with his, so that their proposal 
‘could be popularized as the “Three D” plan 
and could be promulgated as thoroughly 
nonpartisah. It provided for a complete 
return to the old order, the restoraton of 
the office of Mayor to its pristine glory as 
an elective office, and the abolition of pro- 
portional representation in the election of

The advocates of the “Three D” plan pro- 
fessed to believe—and doubtless some of 
them were sincere about it—that the ap- 
pointment of the chief executive of the city 
by a handful of Councilmen is scandalously 
undemocratic. In the name of American 
democracy they organized a crusade to re- 
turn the government of the city to the peo- 
ple. They pointed out that the City Man- 
ager has all the powers of a Mayor, but that 
he is not directly responsible to the people 
and that his tenure of office is virtually 
unlimited, 

The Democratic organization of the city 
came out in support of the retention of the 
Manager system. Mr. Maschkce and the Re- 
publican Organization aligned themselves 
with the “Three D” amendment, deserting 
the Manager plan for the first time since 
its adoption. Presumably Mr. Maschke, an 
astute, straight-shooting politician if ever 
there was one, has found the Manager sys- 
tem a nuisance, No political machine can 
expect to function perfectly when the big- 
gest office cannot be properly rotated. 

The defenders of the Manager pian or- 
Fanized a Progressive Government Commit- 
tee of 150 prominent citizens which bore 
an imposing aura of respectability. The 
three newspapers of the city, Republican. 
Democratic and Scripps-Howard, vigorously 
supported the Manager plan. 


* * » 


At the polls Aug. 20 the people of Cleve- 
land voted by a scant majority of 3000 in a 
total vote of 97,000, to continue the City 
Manager system. The Progressive Govern- 
ment Committee, waging a vigorous house- 
to-house campaign, defeated the Maschke 
organization by a not too conifortable mar- 
gin. The committee succeeded, in a city 
where civic consciousness rung unusually 
high, in rallying the support of independent 
voters who saw nothing to gain in return- 
ing to the old order. The mass of the lib- 
eral German vote undoubtedly mpheld the 


new system. That the vaunte Maschke 
machine failed to “deliver” has this happy 
purport for the immediate future® that the 


City Manager can cease to take orders from 
the Republican National Committeeman 
who put hifm into office. 

ut the fight over the City Manager sys- 
tem is by no means over. After so close a 
vote in the charter plebiscite the opponents 
of the new policy will be encouraged to 
make renewed efforts to overthrow it.

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FRENGH PRESS DUBIOUS 
OF MACDONALD'S PLAN 


Paris Temps Says Disarmament 
Problem Must Be Solved by 
Five Naval Powers.

PARIS, Sept. -5.—Belief that the 
United States will try to impose its 
solution of naval disarmament on 
other Powers ts generally expressed 
in Paris following Premier Mac- 
Donald’s speech at Geneva. 

Ironical references are made to 
the indignation aroused in America 
and in British Labor circles by the 
announcement of an Anglo-French 
naval compromise. 

“Apparently perspectives change 
according to circumstances,” re- 
marks the Journal Des Debats. 
“French opinion is not stirred at all 
by the British Premier’s peace pro- 
gram. In regard to naval disarm- 
ament especially, feleing here is 
that great caution and prudence 
must be exercised when the Anglo- 
American proposals are made.” 

- “It stands to reason,” says the 
semi-official Temps, “that if the 
problem is.not left intact for dis- 
cussion by the five naval Powers 
when the projected conference 
opens there can be no chance what. 
ever of a practical solution, because 
only a general solution of the ques- 
tion of the reduction of naval arm- 
aments can open the way to a gen- 
eral discussion on disarmament.” 

MacDonald’s thesis that a pre- 
paratory disarmament commission, 
in attacking the problem, should 
take the view that the risk of war 
is less important than the hopes 
for permanent peace, is violently 
combatted as being the most dan- 
gerous theory that could be ad- 
vanced. 

The French stick to the conten- 
tion that national security is essen- 
tial, and general disarmament can 
only be the direct consequence of 
equal security assured for all na- 
tions, 

Ie Temps declares: “No nation 
conscious of its duty toward itself 
will consent to disarm merely on 
the strength of the hope of perma- 
nent peace.” 

Arbitration, security and disarm- 
ament is a triple formula on which 
the French pin their faith as a 
basis for the organization of a last- 
ing peace.

message, the contents of which ap- 
pear to have been understood here 
in a fashion which Washington 
does not approve, is the only one 
in the exchange of views that has 
not beer the subject of personal 
discussion between MacDonald and 
Dawes. It is expected Dawes will 
see MacDonald Friday night. 

The optimism shown in MacDon- 
ald’s speech, appears to have been 
based upon the belief that the 
United States would permit a Brit- 
ish cruiser tonnage largely in ex- 
cess of the American—although 
declaring parity to exist through 
operation of the yardstick—and 
would further not insist upon pos- 
sessing a fleet of eight-inch cruis- 
ers superior in strength to similar 
British craft. 

Biggest Stumbling Block. 

Apparently Washington does not 
see things this way and there, in a 
nutshell, is the main point of dif- 
ference. I gather the United 
States authorities are puzzled as to 
MacDonald’s actual meaning in 
speaking of a document to be 
drawn up on 29 points of agree- 
ment, of which 17 have now been 
solved. I am assured that no such 
document has been discussed be- 
tween MacDonald and Dawes, and 
that it would be equally easy to 
expand the points of difference to 
40 or to narrow them to five, but 
that in fact no negotiations on 
these lines have occurred. 

It is delicate ground and I write 
without any precise information, 
but it is feared here that the 
Washington administration did not 
particularly like MacDonald’s flat 
statement to the other naval Pow- 
ers that agreement between Great 
Britain and America would be con- 
clusive without the consent of oth- 
ers and that all conclusions come 
to in his negotiations with Presi- 
dent Hoover, would be thrown into 
the melting pot in a five-Power 
conference for fresh debate. 

MacDonald's remarks may not 
have meant that British naval co a- 
parisons must be made not merely 
with the American program, but 
with those of other nations as well 
and that this “string’’ has neces- 
sarily been tied to all British tech- 
nical proposals’ to the United 
States. 


Dawes Declines to Comment, Say- 
ing He Is Only an Agent. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 5—.Ambassador 
Dawes today declined to discuss 
the progress made by Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald and himself on 
the problem of Anglo-American ac- 
cord on naval power or to comment 
on the British statesman’'s recent 
speech before the Assembly of the 
League of Nations. 

Dawes said a definite statement 
of the work done so far toward an 
Arglo-American agreement would 
be announced either by MacDonald 
or by the State Department in 
Washington. He said he was act- 
ing only as an agent and was un- 
able to express an opinion on work 
he was ordered to undertake. 

The conversations regarding dis- 
armament still are continuing. ac- 
cording to the Ambassador, who 
said he probably would meet Mac- 
Donald again during the coming 
week-end.

Congress Approved Survey.

Fight to Meet Out-of-Town 
Competition. * 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—Twenty per 
cent of Chicago’s cleaners and dy- 
ers will be forced out of business 
in six months unless the prices set 
to meet out-of-town competition 
are raised. J. C. Patterson, execu- 
tive secretary of the Chicago Mas- 
ter Cleaners’ and Dyers’ Associa- 
tion, declared today. 

“Those who cut their prices from 
$1.75 for men’s suits and $2.50 for 
women’s dresses first reaped a har- 
vest,” Patterson said. “but when 


all others followed suit the in-« 
creased business for each spread 


around and was _ insufficient to 
«over the loss on each item of 
business. 

“ane tabor cost to Chicago 


cleaners and dyers is 60 to 70 per 
cent of the total, whereas out-of- 
town the cost of labor is 35 to 40 
per cent of the overhead: We pay 
a girl presser, for example, $35 
a week for 44 hours and time and 
a half for overtime. Outside firms 
get the same service for $9 to $11 
a week and do not pay overtime. 

“Chicago’s fire laws also require 
that cleaning plants be placed 25 
feet from any other building and 
we have a larger outlay on that 
account. There are no four-story 
frame cleaning plants in Chicago 
as there are in smaller communi- 
ties. The result is that most firms 
are losing money and yet they dare 
not raise prices because of the 
competition of out-of-town firms.” 
While $1 is the fixed price for 
men’s suits now and $1.75 _ for 
women’s dresses, most firms in ad- 
vertisements offer to clean wom- 
en’s dresses at $1.50 “and up,” and 
many quote the price of $1.25 “and 
up.” “And up” covers much. The 
charge for pleated dresses here 
runs to $2 and $2.50. Most of the 
out-of-town firms which have bid 
for Chicago’s business by mail 
clean and press»any kind of a dress 
for $1 and their work, housewives 
say, is not inferior to that done in 
Chicago.
